World Relief 


Louisville, Ky., Aug. 16 — 
Dr. W. C- Boone, Treasurer, 
announced today that Ken- 
tucky Baptists have raised 
$164,451.89 for world relief. 
This is 57 per cent of their 
quota of $287.00. 856 of the 
2,130 churches have given to- 
ward this offering. In most 
cases, these churches have 
gone beyond their six per cent 
quota of their gifts for 1945. 
Baptists expect to continue 
their relief offerings until 
they have reached their quota. 
Already $10,000 has been al- 
lotted for Budapest. The For- 
eign Mission Board Commit- 
tee has authorized $25,000 of 
this relief offering to go -to 
displaced persons now in 
camps in Germany. An effort 
is being made to distribute 
these offerings so that people 
in all the countries will re 
ceive benefit. 

Dr. Louie Newton, President 
of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, who has recently re- 
turned from Russia, is to re- 
port on his trip in a special 
broadcast at 3:30 p. m., August 
25. Dr. Newton was invited 
by the Soviet Union to come 
to Russia because of his out- 
standing work in the Russian 
Relief Campaign last year.

Lumber Shortage 
For U. S. Feared 


Vigorous Action Is Urged 
By Forestry Experts. 


ROSCOMMON, MICH. — America 
faces an acute lumber shortage un 
less immediate steps are taken to 
increase forest productivity, Amer- 
ican Forestry association warns. 

The warning was given in the 
forest resource appraisal report, an 
inventory of the nation’s forest re- 
sources, 

The report was submitted to a 
committee of 20 leading conserva- 
tionists gathered at Higgins Lake 
near here to draft a program of 
restoration and development for the 
country’s tree-growing lands. 

Forest resources are capable of 
meeting immediate postwar recon- 
version needs but will be unable to 
sustain high production in the fu- 
ture, the report said. 

John E: Woods, director of the 
survey, said a vigorous program to 
stimulate new timber growth would 
correct the situation. 


“The future can be made secure 


land area and tremendous tree- 
growth potential,”” he declared. 


According to association officials, 


changes in woods practices and poli- 
cies are needed to overcome the 
danger of a lumber shortage. 

They said privately owned forest 
lands produce 90 per cent of the 
nation’s lumber products, although 
these lands contain only 55 per cent 
of the timber, The other 45 per 
cent, under control of the federal 
government, provides only 10 per 
cent of the production, it was as- 
serted. 

Forests now in public ownership 
were pointed out as being capable of 
making vast increases in lumber 
production. However, in many 
areas “‘trees are permitted to reach 
maturity and die unharvested,” the 
officials said. 


Population of U. S. 


Leaps Up 6 Per Cent 
WASHINGTON.—Population of 
the United States was 140,386,509 
on January 1, 1946, an increase 
of 6.6 per cent since the 1940 
census, the census bureau esti- 
mates. 


It reported that the nation’s 


birthrate has declined somewhat 
since 1943, but has not yet 
dropped to its prewar level. 

Bureau figures showed the 
“natural increase’ in population 
—the excess of births over deaths 
—reached a peak of 930,000 in the 
last half of 1942, but declined to 
about 720,000 in the last half of 
1945. 


Girl Bedfast Three Years 


Claims ‘Angel’ Cured Her 

MILAN, ITALY.—A Milan sur- 
geon said a 19-year-old girl, bed- 
ridden for three years, appeared to 
recover suddenly on Christus Heart 
day after declaring an angel had 
promised she would be well. 

Dr. Vittorio Mattei of Major hos- 
pital said that some time ago Ada 
Blancato, a patient who had been 
motionless in bed for three years 
with tuberculous plastic peritonitis, 
said: 

“I saw my guardian angel near 
my bed, white-dressed, in an amaz- 
ing light, and he told me that on 
Christus Heart day (June 28) I 
would have recovered my health.” 

At dawn on June 28 she told at- 
tendants that “I felt suddenly a 
strange warmth in my body.” 

Dr. Mattei said the girl walked, 
dressed herself and ate with appe- 
tite. 

“I cannot speak about a miracle,” 
Dr. Mattei said, “because I am a 
surgeon, but certainly we are fac- 
ing a strange case.”

U.S. To Purchase 
Natural Rubber 


Pays 2317, Cents Per Pound 
For 145,000 Tons. 


WASHINGTON. — The United 
States has agreed to buy 145,000 
long tons of natural rubber from 
Britain, France and Holland for 23% 
cents per pound in the last half of 
this year, according to a state de- 
partment announcement. 

The price, which is basic, is 3% 
cents above the rate being paid up 
to July 1. This means either that 
domestic prices of raw rubber will 
have to be increased or the gov- 
ernment will have to pay a subsidy 


| to maintain the purchase program. 


A joint’ announcement here and 
in London said that Britain, while 
reopening the Malayan raw market 
to the United States, would stabilize 
conditions there by paying a price 
equivalent to 23% cents a pound for 
all available rubber. 

Britain and the United States are 
the great purchasers of rubber. 

The base price was described as 
being for “number IX ribbed 
smoked sheet.” Other grades will 
be paid for at agreed differentials. 

This raw rubber, purchased by 
the U. S. Rubber Development cor- 
poration, will be made available 
to American manufacturers through 
government outlet agencies. 

The official statement said that 
“determining factors in the agree- 
ments reached were the continuing 
shortage of natural rubber in re- 
lation to demand and the present 
exceptionally high cost of produc- 
ing natural rubber in these areas.” 

The -United States obtains the 
great bulk of its raw rubber from 
British, Dutch and French Far 
Eastern production but some is 
coming from such scattered places 
as South America, Siam, the Philip- 
pines and Africa. 


Optometrists Pledge 
Their Eyes to ‘Bank’ 
PITTSBURGH. — Three hun- 
dred optometrists agreed at con- 
vention sessions here to bequeath 
4 their eyes to “eye banks” so that 
their careers of vision improve- 
ment would continue after death. 
Members of Beta‘Sigma Kap- 
pa, honorary optometric frater- 
nity, meeting here in connection 
with convention sessions of the 
American Optometric associa- 
tion, pledged their eyes to the 
aid of diseased persons and ac- 
cident victims at the suggestion 
of their president, Dr. H. E. 
Pine of Chicago. 

“These men spend their lives 
improving vision,"® Dr. Pine as- 
serted, “what better means to 
improve people’s sight exists 
than this method?’”’ 

Dr. Pine said recent develop- 
ment of new refrigerating meth- 
ods made large-scale participa- 
tion in a system of “eye banks” 
practical and efficient. 


Man Once Was Larger 
Than Giant Gorillas 


CHICAGO.—Evidence that some 
of modern man’s earliest ancestors 
may have been giants ranging up 
to twice the size of a male gorilla 
was disclosed by Dr, Franz Weiden- 
reich, research associate of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. 

In a book called “Apes, Giants 
and Man,” Dr. Weidenreich told 
of recent discoveries of a fossilized 
giant human jawbone in Java and 
a huge human tooth found in China. 

“It may not be too far from the 
truth if we suggest the Java giant 
was much bigger than any living go- 
rilla and that the Chinese giant 
was correspondingly bigger than 
the Java giant—that is 1% times as 
large as the Java giant and twice 
as large as a male gorilla,”’ he said. 

He added there were only ‘‘mere 
indications” thus far that the giants 
were older than all other known hu- 
man types and expressed hope that 
the search for fossils could be con- 
tinued in Java and China now that 
the war in the Pacific has ended. 


100,000 Deaths Blamed 


On Systematic Starvation 

BERLIN.—The Red army news- 
paper Taegliche Rundschau blamed 
overwork, systematic starvation 
and epidemics for the deaths of 
more than 100,000 men whose mass 
graves, the newspaper said, have 
just been discovered. 

The graves were found at a for- 
mer German prison camp near 
Zeithain, Saxony, in the Russian oc- 
cupation zone. The prisoners were 
mostly Russian. 

“In the so-called camp hospital, 
50,000 prisoners had lain ill and 
unattended and with their only exit 
the mass grave,” the newspaper 
reported:

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How Japanese 
Solve Crimes 


Suspects Held Incommuni- 
cado Until They Confess; 
No Rights in Court. 


TOKYO.—Japan has no unsolved 
crimes, but there’s a reason: A 
suspect is held incommunicado— 
even from his lawyer—until he has 
confessed either voluntarily or un- 
der duress. 

There is little conception outside 
these islands of the total absence of 
individual rights in Japanese court 
procedure, and of the accused 
man’s complete degradation once he 
falls under suspicion. 

A study of Japanese civil and 
criminal statutes has been complet- 
ed by Capt. Anthony J. Maniscalco, 
former assistant attorney general of 
Texas. 

Maniscalco made the survey in 
preparation of a “bill of rights’’ be- 
ing drawn by the army for possible 
incorporation in the proposed Jap- 
anese constitution. 

The Japanese code of criminal 
procedure and its administrative 
setup originally were based on the 
old Napoleonic code. The strict con- 
cept @f the Japanese family tie was 
incorporated into this, and the Ger- 
man code of criminal procedure was 
. added later. 

Pelice All-Powerful. 

Under it the accused had little or 
no rights such as are deemed fun- 
damental in Anglo-Saxon criminal 
jurisprudence. 

Almost unlimited power is given 
the police and the public procura- 
tor, who roughly corresponds to the 
American prosecuting attorney. 

When the police apprehend any 
person believed connected with a 
crime—and laws are so broad that 
“dangerous thoughts” are sufficient 
for an arrest—he is incarcerated 
without the right to see even his 
family or lawyer. 

Eventually, the police obtain a 
“confession,” even though it might 
(and did, at times) take months. 
Then the public procurator pre- 
pares a formal charge and refers 
the case to the proper court of law. 

An appointed judge presides over 
a preliminary hearing, conducts all 
interrogation of the prisoner and 
witnesses and has the prisoner re- 
iterate his confession. He examines 
the physical evidence and prepares 
the record which goes to the trial 
court. 


Call No Witnesses. 

At the public trial the accused is 
brought before another appointed 
judge and, even if he has retained 
a lawyer, he is not permitted to 
consult with him. 

No witnesses are summoned, as 
the judge already has familiarized 
himself with the case, having read 
the record of the preliminary hear- 
ing and the man’s “confession.” 

“Defense counsel might request the 
judge to ask particular questions, 
which the judge might or might not 
do, but nobody except the judge and 
the public procurator may- question 
the accused. 

At the end of this so-called pub- 
lic trial the procurator asks for a 
heavy sentence and the defense 
counsel formally requests leniency. 

That was the system in totalitari- 
an Japan, and will remain so until 
the new constitution goes into effect. 
With one exception, however—Gen- 
eral MacArthur has prohibited any 
torture of prisoners in the interim. 


Dies in Second Leap 


From N. Y. Skyscraper 


NEW YORK.—It took Charles 
Vogel two jumps and his last penny 
to leap to his death from the tower 
of the Empire State building. But 
he made it. 

Despondent over a heart condi- 
tion, the 67-year-old hotel eleva- 
tor operator spent his last $1.20 fof 
a ticket to the 85th-floor observation 
tower of the world’s tallest build- 
ing. 


The platform was crowded with 
sightseers. Vogel made his way un- 
noticed to the 34th street side. 

He took off his coat and draped 
it neatly over the five-foot ledge. 
Then he vaulted into space. 

Horrified spectators saw Vogel 
land on the parapet only one floor 
below. The plunge had broken his 
legs. He dragged himself painfully 
over the 30-inch ledge. 

Then he plunged 750 feet to the 
30th floor setback and became the 
only man ever to leap twice from 
the famed skyscraper.

WASHINGTON.—Defense Trans- 
portation Director J. Monroe John- 
son, warning that the freight car 
shortage will be worse this fall than 
at any time during the war, called 
upon freight receivers to arrange 
for unloading cars on Saturdays. 

He said the practice of not un- 
loading on Saturdays and leaving 
urgently needed cars idle over the 
week-end caused a bottleneck.

MacArthur Food Plea 


For Japan Is Disclosed 


WASHINGTON.—Congress learned 
that the food situation in occupied 
Japan is such that on one occasion 
General of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur telegraphed General of the 
Army Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

“Send me food or send me sol- 
diers and if you do not hurry up 
you will have to send both.” 

This message from the supreme 
commander in Japan was quoted by 
Eisenhower, army chief of staff, in 
testimony on the regular military 
money bill, made public by the 
senate appropriations committee. 

Heeding Eisenhower’s plea, the 
senate committee restored to the 
bill $150,000,000 the house had 
trimmed off a budget-approved fund 
of $500,000,000 for government and 
relief costs in the occupied Axis 
countries.

They complain 
that the “‘ghost”’ of an ancient mari- 
ner with a wooden leg, wearing 
the uniform of Lord Nelson’s time, 
has been haunting the ramparts dur- 
ing the midnight watch. 

Naval officers said the long cor- 
ridors beneath the stone ramparts 
probably were causing a weird 
acoustic effect as sentries patrolled 
the lonely stretch atop the old bar- 
racks, built in 1787.

There is no way of obtaining 
accurate statistics on traffic 
law enforcement in Kentucky, 
but I’ll bet the price of a neck- 
tie we rank near the bottom of 
the list of 48 states. And the 
weakest spot in the whole 
story of snuffed out lives and 
permanently crippled bodies 
is the handling of drunken 
drivers. 


While I don’t agree with one 
of the several organizations in 
the campaign for greater saf- 
ety, that 90 per cent of all col- 
lections are due to alcohol, it 
is pretty safe to say 50 per 
cent of the casualties in Ken- 
tucky can be laid to tipsy driv- 
ers. 

The inspection program 
now in progress to rid the 
roads of dangerous vehicles 
should go a long way in re 
ducing accidents, but brake- 
less cars, bad lights and other 
hazardous defects cause just 
about half the accidents that 
are taking around 400 lives and 
injuring 3,000 in Kentucky 

each year. 

Not long ago I asked a State 
Highway Patrolman if the 
courts handling traffic cases in 
his territory always revoked 
the licenses of persons caught 
driving while intoxicated. 

“Some are revoked,” he re- 
plied, “while in other cases 
the charges are reduced by the 
trial judges to reckless driv- 
ing, which offense does not 
call for revocation.” 

I used to know a man in a 
west Kentucky city who was 
intoxicated probably half the 
time. The police knew his 
habits but he continued to 
drive—until his car crashed 
right into the law—rammed a 
police car. The offender was 
fined but continued to drive. 
That happened before the last 
election, so the present city 
government is not to blame.

| Appeals te Young Men. 

“Despite hardships and dangers 
encountered on occasion, however, 
work in the open has a strong ap- 
peal to young men and the division 
of geodesy experiences no difficulty 
in maintaining field parties at full 
strength. 

“Every summer a limited num- 
ber of young engineering students 
are given employment and distrib- 
uted among field parties. They re- 
ceive regular salaries and per diem 
allowances while employed and are 
assigned to the less difficult tasks. 
Not a few of them ultimately join 
the survey as permanent members. 
Often the work of field parties is 
centered far from human habita- 
tion.” 

Geodetic control operations take 
into account the curvature of the 
earth. For this reason in flat ter- 
rain it is necessary to make triangu- 
lation surveys from a considerable 
elevation. To meet this need tall 
portable steel towers are in con- 
stant use by field parties. In ad- 
dition to taking care of the curva- 
ture of the earth, these towers 
provide an observation platform ex- 
tending above surrounding forest 
growth and other obstacles. On two 
occasions falls from these towers 
have been fatal. 

Operations Varied. 

Operations in geodetic control 
are varied. They include the de- 
termination of geographic’ positions 
—latitude and longitude—and the 
determination of elevations. 

“In 1807, during the administra- 
tion of President Thomas Jefferson, 
the bureau was organized as the 
United States coast survey,” the re- 
Port says. ‘Operations started in 
1816. There were some interrup- 
tions to the work, but it has been 
carried on continuously since 1836, 

“Having always handled coastal 
control surveys, the bureau in 1878 
was given the task of continuing 
such surveys into the interior and 
became the United States coast and 
geodetic survey. As a result of this 
practical control-survey work, a se- 
ries of charts and maps covering 
the United States in its entirety to- 
day may be put together like the 
many pieces of a picture puzzle.”
